The two beershops were open 
to the passengers, and did what little they 
ec old to supply them with such things as 
they could sell, and the shanties in the im- 
mediate neighborhood were kept closed. 
T le village of Lancaster, and the New York, 
L ike Erie, and Western railroad, formerly 
the Erie railway, were less than a mile to the 
so nth of ns. ' The sound of its whistles were 
fr jquently heard, and the passengers were 
be ing carried to Christmas cheer through the 
same storm. The better class of passengers 
w ;re ticketed for short distances to spend a 
merry Christmas with near-by friends. 
The 


poorer class, the class who were hi the major- 
ity, were mostly going long distances enough 
tc pay for a lunch-basket of provisions on 
tl .e way. An unusual number of ladies were 
traveling without male escorts, many of 
tl em mothers with their families of children, 
and infants in their arms.
